Dr. WEIZMANN seems to think that the absence of 
express words indicating that Palestine is to become a Jewish 
State makes no difference to his Scheme. But it makes all the 
difference between a Jewish National Scheme and another 
mere quasi-benevolent effort. In itself his effort may prove of 
some limited good. It may rescue a certain number of indi- 
vidual Jews from intolerable conditions, and place them in 
moderate comfort and happiness in a land that has historic and 
traditional claims upon their affection. But it will not have the 
remotest effect upon Jewry in general. It will not raise its 
world- status by an inch. It will not place the Jewish people, 
which, as we have before now putit,is at present asa pyramid upon 
its apex, upon its base. But the mere declaration by the Peace 
Conference that—Jews doing their part—Palestine is destined 
ultimately to become a Jewish State, would in itself immensely 
help the Jewish position throughout the world, and would in 
itself form an important step in resolving our age-long problem. 
We do not blame Dr. WEIZMANN because he has failed | 
to obtain this: But we do blame him because he does not 
frankly tell the public that he has failed in the most vital

We are far from saying that the Zionist Organisation 
should not undertake a well-conceived emigrating and colonising 
On the contrary, there is every reason 
why any opportunity that presents itself for saving any of 
our people from conditions that degrade them, are conse- 


quently inimical to their development as Jews, and hence must 
- depress them as a Jewish National asset, should be undertaken 


with particular zeal and energy by an organisation the {first 
business of which must surely. be to conserve, maintain, and 
encourage everything that can tend to Jewish national strength | 
and well-being. For that reason, and especially having regard 
to the state of our people particularly in Eastern Europe, we 
have always urged that whatever might be obtained by them the 
utmost support should be given to Dr. WEIZMANN and the Zionist 
Organisation by the whole of Jewry. And, by the by, we now 
see no reason, if the plan is merely one for emigration and 
colonisation in Palestine, why there should be any opposition 
— to it by any Jews; particularly not (from their own point of view) 


by those Anti-Nationalists who proclaim themselves Zionists of 


a sort—either cultural Zionists or Chovevi Zionists, or it may 
be persons professing the Jewish faith who take an mterest in 
Palestine and are willing to assist. fellow-Jews to emigrate there 
and colonise on the land. To be sure, the Jewish Nationalist 
cannot ignore the difficulties and dangers thati may arise from 


*a scheme of mere colonisation and emigration carried out in 


Palestine, especially when it is represented to the world asa 
Jewish National effort and an effort for the creation of a Jewish 
State. Its non-success which is at least possible, and its almost 
certain failure to do anything sensibly to diminish the urgency 
of the Jewish question, must tend to prejudice the Nationalist 
position. Be that, however, as it may, a colonising and emigra- 
tion scheme, even in Palestine, cannot be the accomplishment 
of the Zionist purpose, even there. Nobody, again, blames Dr- 
WEIZMANN forthat; andit would bechurlish not to recognise, what 


we have frequently paid tribute to—his immense and untiring — 
labours, his devotion and his zeal in the interests of his people. 


Our complaint against him, we-repeat, is far otherwise. Wo 


_ object to his throughout not having taken the Jewish people into 
his confidence by telling them specifically and in detail what it is 


that he has asked for of the Peace Conference, and we object 
to his labelling his scheme as a fulfilment of Zionist aspira- 
tions, when it is nothing of the kind. This sort of polities is 


hardly one which will place Jews as examplars to man- 


kind in all that concerns them asa People. We observe that in the 
course of the Executive Committee's discussion, one member—a 
gentleman who, if we mistake not, is a lawyer—declared that in 
his view what the Zionists were likely to obtain from the Peace 
Conference—the claim having been virtually agreed to by Great

Why does he not tell the Jewish people that the words 
have been refused? Why does he try to trail the red-herring by 
speaking about the undesirability of setting up immediately a 
Jewish State—which no one wants to do? 

Dr. WEIZMANN seems to think that the absence of 
express words indicating that Palestine is to become a Jewish 
State makes no difference to his Scheme. But it makes all the 
difference between a Jewish National Scheme and another 
mere quasi-benevolent effort. In itself his effort may prove of 
some limited good. It may rescue a certain number of indi- 
vidual Jews from intolerable conditions, and place them in 
moderate comfort and happiness in a land that has historic and 
traditional claims upon their affection. But it will not have the 
remotest effect upon Jewry in general. It will not raise its 
world-status by an inch. It will not place the Jewish people, 
which,as we have before now putit,is at present asa pyramid upon 
its apex, upon its base. But the mere declaration by. the Peace 
Conference that—Jews doing their part—Palestine is destined 
ultimé ately to become a Jewish State, would in itself immensely 
help the Jewish position throughout the world, and would i 
itself form an important step in resolving our age-lon 
We do not blame Dr. WEIZMANN because he 
to obtain this.

Moses and Medicine. 

Sin JAMES CANTLIE, the distinguished surgeon and authority on 
tropieal medicine, lecturing at St. Martin’s-m-the-Fields Church, 
last Friday, bore out, as others have done before him, the highly 
scientific character of the Mosaic Law. What so many non-Jews— 
| and alas, many Jews—have dismissed as arid formalism he shows te 
be valuable hygienic practice. According to Sir JAMES, Medicine rests 
on the Laws of Moses. Not one of the great Hebrew Legislator’s laws 
in regard to hygiene, sanitation, or medical- teaching has ever been 
upset. All that the scientists of to-day, with their microscopes 
and text books, do is to prove that Moses was right— 
especially when he ‘set out to prevent disease instead of to cure 1. 
Even the theory of the spread of disease by rats is to be found in 
the Old Testament, while the neglect of the law against drinking 
milk too soon after eating meat is responsible for much of the 
modern maladies of indigestion and bad teeth—Sir JAMES’ applica- 
tions of the regulation to fish and fowl seems somewhat vague. We 
observe that the Daily Telegraph remarks that “everyone now 
_recognises the sound sanitary principles of the Mosaic legislation.” 
But there are exceptions—including the many members of the

The Call of Brotherhood. 


It will of course be at onc e said that these inequalities are not special 
to this little congregation, nor specifically those of Jews. I shall be told 
to look around and see whether there is not greater inequality between 
the non-Jewish monopolist who draws huge dividends, and the poor forlorn 
wretch who has to drag himself for shelter to one of the niches of the 
river embankment-wall .on some cold and piercing — winter night.

The Pogroms in Poland. 


MR. MORGENTHAU’S REPORT, 


THE POLISH GOVERNMENT “WHITEWASHED.” | 
NEw Yor«K [F.O.C.] 

According to the publishers of “Ambassador Morgenthau's Story,” 
Mr. Henry Morgenthau is one of the greatest of living diplomats. The 
official report of Mr. Morgenthau’s investigations of atrocities perpetrated 
by Poles upon their Jewish neighbours, which has now been made public, 
strongly supports this claim. The Jewish press of this country is almost 
unanimous in its condemnation of what it characterises as ‘ obvious 
diplomacy” on his part. In truth, diplomacy is but.a poor excuse for Mr. 
Morgenthau’s deliberate condonation of those facts his report guarantees 
as authentic. Poor excuse indeed for offering encouragement in place of 
severe condemnation, for injecting a note of apology instead of uttering a 
warning. 

Mr. Morgenthau's report covers a period of about ten. months, and 
brings evidence of atrocities committed in eight different centres where 
thousands of homes were burned and sacked, thousands of stores robbed 
and plundered, and over 280 lives lost, following all manner of outrageand 
torture. 

Thus, Article 3 of the report relates :— 

“On April 5th,.a month after the Polish occupation of Pinsk, about 
seventy men and women of the Jewish faith met, by special permission’ 
of the City Commandant, in ‘a hall on Kupitskai Street, in order to 

. organise the work of relief-received from the Joint Distribution Committee. — 
When the meeting was about to close, a band of soldiers broke into the 
‘hall, placed everyone under arrest, robbed them of all they possessed and 
marched them to the police station. They were not detained there, but 
marched on to the market, where they were all lined up against the wall 
of the cathedral. By the dim light obtained from the lamp of a military 
automobile, they separated twenty-five men and six women who were 
removed to a city prison. ‘The remaindcr were shot in less than an hour 
from the time of their arrest, without even the merest pretence at a trial. 
When towards morning three of the victims were found to be showing 
_ signs of life, bullets were quickly put through them. ‘Those taken to 
prison were subjected to such torturous punishment, that some of the 


women were unable to leave their beds for weeks.”

The report goes on to say that none of the culprits responsible for 
this wholesale and unwarranted execution were ever placed on trial. In 
fact, the report of the commission which investigated this outrage on 
behalf. of the Polish Parliament was never made public. 

Ihave taken this extract at random, but it is fully characteristic of 
most of the occurrences brought to light by the report. Yet, Mr.

Speaking of other forms of persecution established by the Commission 
as having been resorted to by the Poles, Mr. Morgenthau relates: how 
soldiers everywhere made a practice of stopping Jews of all ages, and 
depriving them of their beards, either by tearing them out or cutting them 
off. These persecutions, the report says, threw the whole Jewish popu- 
lation into a panic of fear, so that none dared venture abroad. Neverthe- 
less, Mr. Morgenthau finds no fault with the Polish people, seeks no 
quarrel with Poland’s administration, and has nothing to complain of 
with regard to the Government's attitude towards the whole situation. 
He accounts for all the consistent persecution, wholesale murder, 
pillage, robbery, and Outrage by the facts that the Jew is considered a 
foreigner, that he speaks a language with a German dialect, thathis dress 
is different, his habits are singular, all of which implies that he will not 
assimilate. And the head of the American Commission to Poland who was 
chosen for the mission because: he is a Jew, can justify any perpetration 
against Jews who will not assimilate. —

Autonomy for the Jews in Lithuania, 


STATEMENT BY THE PRIME MINISTER... 
Mr. E. Galvanauskas, the Prime Minister of Lithuania, who is at 


present in London, has expressed his views on the Jewish question as it 
presents itself in his country. | 


“The Jews in Lithuania,” the Prime Minister declared, “forn, 1; per 
cent. of the total population. The Jewish question therefore is a ::atter 
of a national minority. Our State is composed of several nationalitios— 
the Lithuanians, the Poles, the White Ruthenians, and the Jews. ‘Ihe 
Jews are the largest of the minorities. We are fully resolved to vive 
these minorities the facilities necessary to build up their national life, 
They are enjoying cultural and religious autonomy. We gave recognition 
to this right by a law which was passed in January of this year, and on 
the basis of this law the Jewish Communties have already started to 
build up their organisation. Each Jewish Community is recogaised to 


have the juridical rights of a colléective body, and they are co-ordinating 


themselves into a Central Association, at the head of which will be the 


‘representative of the Government, i.¢., the Minister for Jewish Affairs, 


This Minister is nominated by the Centra’ Committee, and he is then 
appointed by the Govermuent. ‘The Jews have the administration of 
the schools, social, and welfare work, Mospitals and religious institutions— 
in short, all spheres relating to cultural and religious life. They are 


‘entirely free to choose the language of instruction, be it Yiddish ov 


Hebrew. All schools which accept the Government programe and 
aré under the control of the Government. are subsidised by the Govern: 
ment grant, and the Jewish schools, subject to the same official programe 
ami control, receive exactly the same State subsidy as the other schools. 
The Jews are at liberty, in the case of elections, either to organise them 

selves into a political body of their own, or to join any existing Jowish 
or. non-Jewish parties. In the Vrovisional State Council there have not 
been previously any Jewish or White Ruthanian representatives becuise 
it was not possible:-to come to any agreement about the fronticrs of 


Lithuania, but to-day there are three Jews in the State Council out of a 


total of forty members. The Jewish question does not play a substantial 
role in the party life of Lithuania. In every party there are doth 
opponents and friends of the Jewish demands. The experiment which 
we are now trying in Lithuania is one which we hope will demonstrate 
by its results that the method of full recognition of the different nation:litics 
is the only method possible. Our Jewish citizens realise the great 
responibility which they are taking upon themselves by their part in our 
experiment. and they are working with us with great earnestness and 
seriousness of purpose.” —J.C.R, 


Polish Outrages. 


A delegation of Jews from the suburb of Polozk has arrived in Vilna, 


where it has submitted to the Jewish community a complaint of the 


treatment of the Jewish population under the Polish Commander 
Murowski. This Commander has issued an order that all Jews between 
the ages of fifteen and thirty-five should evacuate the district and retire 
behind the fighting area. The Jewish community of Vilna has submitted 
a memorandum to General Oslowski, who is in command of the . strict, 
dealing with this matter. The memorandum reminds the General that 
at the beginning of the great war the Jews and the Poles fought together 


. against the outrages of the Tsaristic Government and the practice of 


evacuating the Jews. The memorandum also lays stress on the fact that 
although the military situation, occasionally demands the necessity of 
evacuating the civil population from towns situated close to the war zone, 
no difference should be made in such a case between nationalities or 
religions. The Jews now are experiencing, from the Poles who once 
fought with them against these cruel practices, exactly the same treat- 
ment as that meted out to them under the old régime. The Jewish 
representatives, Dr. Schabad and Dr. Smilm, called on Gen, Scheptizk, 
the Commander-in-Chief ef the troops on the Eastern front. ‘he 
General stated that the, order was necessary on account of tc 
typhoid epidemic which is now raging in the district of Podolzk, aud in 
order to save the soldiers. The deputation replied that only Jews of 4 
certain.age were being evacuated. The General, therefore, promiscd to 
investigate the matter,—J.C.B.

documents were examined, and the employés were closely questioned. 


After a six hours’ searchin the office, a few. employés, including Mr. 
Epstein, were arrested. The leaders of the community immediately made 
representations to the authorities and all the persons detained, with the 


exception of Mr. Epstein, were released. The cause of the searches and 
arrests is still unknown, 3

The Elections in’ Hungary 


| BUDAPEST. 
\s foreseen, the reactionary Horthy and Huszar-Government. seored 
avreat victory af the elections, and an overwhelningly large number of 
Chrstian Socialisé members were returned to the National Assembly. 
These, together with the Agrarians, willdomineer the country. Of Jewish 
members. the Democrats, Dr. Vazsonyi, Paul Sandor and Peto, were clected, 
The terrorism exercised by the Government was so great that many JEWS 
did not dare to vote for any candidate but a Christian Socialist or some 
otheranti-Semite. The Social Democrats abstained from voting altogether, 
Of course all the anti-Jewish Press is triumphant. | 

lt is difficult to comment on the systematic lying attitude: and the 
outrageous hypocrisy of the Government, and their glib utterances. The 
Minister for Commerce, Franz von Heinrich, made a speech, in the course 
of which he declared : “ Those who incite to feuds against other religions 
and classes are notdoing good work. Day by day the'population is excited. 
by kigh-sounding phases in bad taste and by inflammatory posters. This 
is not the way.to restore peace and order in Hungary. He who increases 
religigus and class-hatred serves his ‘country badly, I do not accept 
lessons in Christianity. Tam marching forward, and not back into the 
times of the Inquisition. “And T shall always march on in the path which 
every patriotic citizen, without distinction, must take.” 

In contrast to this official language, facts prove what “freedom ” in 
Hungary means for the Jews. At last some Budapest dailies, even a 
Christian Socialist organ, have summoned courage to write on the 


outrageous attacks on Jewish citizens, practised by common soldiers and 


their officers: in the streets of the capital, night after night. Pesti Naplo 
says that people whoare left without any protection are assaulted and 
thrashed by whole gangs for no other reason than that they are. Jews; 
and the Christian Socialist paper, Vy. Nemzedik, declares that a quick end 
must bo put to such doings, - The military authorities have again ordered 
martial lawin the capital, but it has yet to be seen whether the Jews 
will remnain unmolested. | 

In political circles lively discussions have taken place on the surprising 
fact that Count Apponyi paid a visit to Dr: Vazsoni, the most-iniportant 


personage in Budapest Jewry. The Christian Socialist dailies declare 


that this visit was merely an act of politeness, but considering Count 
App nyi's high position in public life and his importance in political life, 
his visit is said to have had some conciliatory end in view. Apponyi is 
destined to play an important role in Hungarian politics, and represents 
a type different altogether from the butcher Friedrich, Horthy, and 
Huszar. -'The assistance of the three Jewish Democrats, Dr. Vazsoni, 
Paul Sandor, and Peto, probably seems to be of value to him in view of 
the coming Conferences on the Peace Treaty, 


Jews Murdered in Hungary. 

The Budapest daily Az Est reports that a Jewish merchant. from Vienna, 
Mr. Baruch Reich, who travelled to Budapest, was dragged from the train at 
Kemora by officers and soldiers, taken to a secret place and robbed, and was then 
murdered, His fate was shared by a fellow-passenger, Mr.: Singer. Some time 
previously two business men, Messrs. Gross and Miiller, were arrested at. Komora 
and have not been heard of since, ‘There is grave suspicion of foul play. — 


Transylvania Jews and Rumania. 


According to a telegram from Bucharest, the Jews of Transylvania

From Dr. CHARLES 8. MYERS. 
[To THE. EDITOR. |] 
Str,—Some time ago, before the Jewish War Memorial Scheme was 
formed, I began to discuss with a few friends the possibility of establishing a 


“ Jewish Institute.” Now, I see, the same proposal has been independently 


advanced by others who are likewise trying to solve the problem of 
founding a War Memorial that will be acceptable to all members of the 
Community. It is quite clear that the proposal to erect a Special College 
at one of the older Universities fails at present to secure unanimity 


of approval, and that ditieculties will avise in Connection with the endow- 


ment of Jews’ College, unless insistence on the continuance of its teaching 
“in accordance with the principles of Traditional Judaism” is waived, or 
unless these words can be satisfactorily defined. There can be no doubt 
that the first claim on the Memorial Fund must be the provision of 
adequate stipends for the Jewish Ministry. But fundamental and 
invalubale as must be such an application of the collected sum, there will, 
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he will be successful, but failing this, surely among the various 


MOSES MIRSKY recrvat, 
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it is to be hoped, still be funds available for a more tangible memorial of 
the war to be established by the Jews of the United Kingdom. 

Could any more generally acceptable proposal be found than the 
erection and endowment of a ‘Jewish Institute "—a building where 
every aspect of Jewish thought could find a home? In itcould meet the 
various societies devoted to the study of the history, drama, literature, 
philosophy, poetry, music, folklore, ritual, anthropology, etc., of the 
Jewish people. It should contain a museum for the preservation of 
Jewish antiquities, a stage for theatrical representations, and numerous 
club rooms. It should provide a centre for intercourse and information 
to all interested in Jewish problems, whether they be Jews or Gentiles, 
whether they live in the East End or the West End, whether they be 

“observant ” or not. 

How far the functions of training Jewish Ministers could be absor bed 
in the activities of such an Institute Iam not prepared to say. Nor do I 
know whether it. would be possible to extend the activities of Jews’ 
College’ so as to embrace the scheme I have in mind. But the whole 
matter seems to me well ci of consideration.

Thought (from, say, Saadyah to Hirsch and Geiger) which was not the 
case in his time. | 

Principal Dr. BUCHLER said that the conditions prevailing at present 
at‘the College were the same as those in Dr. Hockman’s time. It was 
very difficult fora student during the five years in which he was at college 
to hear a complete Jewish history. It was quite impossible to cover the 
ground of thousands of years (which would give the student an insight 
into Jewish History, be a source of information, and tend to the develop- 
ment of Philosophy) in the short space of two hours a week, 

The CHAIRMAN agreed with the learned Principal that it was impossible 
to gain a thorough knowledge of Jewish History in five years. The 
College might institute special lectures on the subject. 

The Rey. A. A. GREEN said that it was most desirable that. students 
should obtain all possible informatlon about one particular period and also 


_va to know something of other periods in Jewish history.

The Romans found such an occasion in the 
case ofJesus. His movement appeared to them, rightly or wrongly, to bea 
political movement. There was talk of a King -of the Jews. Men in 
Palestine may have dreamed of independence. That was a dangerous 
atmosphere. So far as can be gathered, Palestine was in a seething 
political condition when. Pontius Pilate was the. representative 
of Rome. He was not the type of man to temporise. Any sign of an 
anti-Roman movement made him alert. Jesus was arrested, and was 
condemned to a Roman death for treason. 


mock him’? “ King of the Jews” they hailed him in their coarse sarcasm. 


Whether he really led a political, anti-Roman movement, or whether he 
was mistakenly arrested for treason, is at this distance of time difficult 
to say. For—and this is a point worth noting—there are no extant 
historic records on this chapter of Jewish History, though we have pretty 
full accounts of the period as a whole. The Gospels I have termed 
midrashim. Anyone acquainted with the Jewish literature of the time 
this at once. But midrashim are not useful: historical 
records. Midrashim are good for the pulpit, good for teaching morality 
and religion. As guides for events they are useless. | 
Who might be expected to be guides?.. There are two. excellent 
historians of those days. one a Jew, the other a’ Roman—Josephus and 
Tacitus. In the extant editions of Josephus there is a brief and rather 
emaciated account of Jesus, vague as to details and Christian in 
colouring. The least trained layman Can see that Josephus. never 
It is different'in language and sentiment from what we should 
expect from Josephus. As a matter of fact, Christian scholars are now 
agreed that this particular passage is a forgery, added probably a good 
deal later, and therefore of no value as historical evidence. 
One consideration naturally occurs to the mind here. 
played by Jesus was so important, if the people were so moved by his 
personality and teaching, may it not be expected. that Josephus would 
have given an adequate account of it? The suggestion has been made 


that in all probability Josephus did, but that the early Church Fathers, 


finding it not suited to their book, deleted the original story, which they 
replaced by another. But the brevity of this, the existing passage, is 
rather striking. The life story of Jesus must surely have taken up more 
space than a short and somewhat vague statement. 

The same apples to Tacitus. 


Jesus and his movement. Would he not quite naturally have written the 
Roman version of the incident? Either the incident was regarded as of 
such small significance, or (as is most probable) Tacitus actually did deal 
fully with it, but, as has been mens the monks destroy ed the version 
of the Roman historian. 

These may be probabilities. On the. other hand, there may be 
something in them. .At any rate so much is clear—that the death of 
Jesus was at the hands of the Romans, that his life and teaching were 
Jewish, and that when he died a mass of legend and myth grew up 


around his name, which, aided by the disrupting tendencies of another: 


Jew, Saul of Tarsus, eventually took the form of an organised religion. 
The history of Christianity is a sad story. One can well sympathise with 
the question often asked by good, simple folk: If Jesus came to the w orld 
to-day, what would he say ?

A MODERN: VIEW OF JEWISH HISTORY. 

Mr. H.G. Wells in his brilliant Ottline of History (George Newnes, Ltd), 
has now reached the point in which he conceives he can place in their 
proper relationship to the general narrative, the Israelites and “ the most 
remarkable collection of ancient documents in the world,”—the Old 
Testament. He finds in these documents the most interesting and valuable 
lights upon the development of civilization, and the clearest indications of 
a new spirit that was coming into human affairs. The Jews, who had 
been deported to Babylonia by Nebuchadnezzar had returned to Jerusalem, 
and had rebuilt: their temple under the auspices of Cyrus, the 
Persian conqueror. The position of their land made it’ the high- 


way between the Hittites, Syria, Assyria,and Babylonia to the north, 


and Egypt to the south. While the troubled course of our ancestors’ 
political history is to. be explained by the situation of their 
Fatherland—a_ situation which may yet. have its) meaning —-for 
modern Zionisim—their moral development is traced by Mr. Wells to the 
institution of the prophets. who received a powerful stimulus and broaden- 
ing of view from intercourse with neighbours in the Babylonian captivity. 
The earlier tribal ideas of God gave place: to a new divinity of universal 
righteousness, and there began to run through human thought the idea of 
one rule in the world, as opposed to the domination of Dagon. here, of 
Chemosh there.. From a temple religion of the old type the Jewish view 
passed to the promise of an active and splendid peace and union in human’ 
affairs: Thus Mr. Wells, dealing boldly and subversively with orthodox 


views, yet handles reverently the materials which our steadfast tradition 


has placed at the disposal of scholars. . Above all, he admits that Judaism, 
resting as it did upon a sacred literature, led to the first efforts to. provide 
a general education for all the children whose labours were, from genera- 
tion to generation, to build up the State.

The Quarterly Statement of the“ Palestine Exploration Fund” for 
January contains an article, entitled “Some Migdols of Palestine and 
Egypt,” .by Mr. Joseph. Offord, which, by a happy coincidence, has a 
timely interest in connection with the following -passage in a recent. 
Sedrah, “Speak unto the children of Israel, that they turn and encamp. 
before Pihahiroth, between Migdol and the sea” (Exodus xiv., 2). Ancient 
records disclose the existence in Ramesid times of at least three sites 
between the mouth of the Wadi-Tumilat and Suez which were known as 
Migdols. This need: not be considered. strange, because along a line 
practically coincident with that of the Suez. Canal was the boundary 
between the Egyptians and the Semites of Asia. Across it Was a constant 
flux of the two races, and in Joseph's time the foreigners had been lords 
of the Delta, and departing had doubtless left some of. their vocabulary 
behind them. . Migdol is the well-known Semitic word for a watch tower, 
and it was one of numerous words taken over into the Egyptian language. 

The way taken by the Israelites beinga march to and.a crossing of 
the frontier, they naturally passed some of the interspersed boundary 
Migdols, and we find one of these mentioned in the Exodus narrative. As 
Moses no doubt correctly anticipated, if the people took the main 
Mediterranean route to Syrii, upon which they would almost certainly be 


. intercepted, and along which there were more and stronger Migdols, 


perhaps the fugitives going by the Sinai trail did not come in sight of 
many such posts. 

The Migdol mentioned in Moses’ story of the march would not be | 
identical with that in another Bible passage, giving the popular form of 
the words and depicting the extreme north to south extension of Egypt 
as: being “from Migdol to Syene,” a colloquial phrase, equivalent to the 
Hebrew “from Dan to Beersheba.” This last Migdol was the northern. 
most, partly seaward and. partly landward, protecting and observatory 
tower, with its warders and outlookers, situated upon the Mediterranean 
shore near the modern Port Said... [ts guardians could detect the approach 
of persons from Syria by the main coast road, or’ of mariners. friend or 
foe alike, by sea, and signal accordingly to. their neighbouring Migdol- 
towers. 

In Hebrew a Migdol was not always, strictly speaking, a watch-tower 
for detecting undesirables—thieves, pirates, brigands, runaway slaves. and 
so forth—but also a look-out place for farmers and pastorals, to detect birds 
destroying their crops, and animals, such ‘as foxes. The Flock-'Tower 
Migdol- Eder of Genesis, would be one of these, and similarly the Vineyard 
Migdol of Isaiah v., 2, whose value may have specially lain in the way of 
foxes and birds. The Exodus Migdol and the three discovered in Egyptian 
records near the frontier on the outward route from Goshen were m 
Migdols. A Hebrew prophet, with poetic fancy, used as a metaphor both 
purposes, “And thou, tower of the Jlock, stronghold of the daughter of 
Zion” (Micah iv., 8). Palestine possessed many Villages bearing the 
name of Migdol, they having probably sprung up because sheltered by 
some watch-tower with its little garrison that had been enlarged and 
fortified. Thus Migdol-Gad and Migdol-El, of the patriarchal times are 
two towers differentiated by having in the one case. the word“ Forturie * 
a Canaanite or Amorite deity-name, and in the other EI “the tower of: 
God,” attached to them. 7 

From his inquiry into the situations of Palestinian Migdols Mr. Offord 
proceeds to the consideration of an exceedingly interesting ve 
question relating to the true position somewhere north, of the boundary 
known as the river of Egypt.” The sudden fall of the Assyrian Empire 
was achieved after the gradual decline of its power bya military disaster 
in Syria. Herodotus tells us that the Syrians were fought by a Pharaoh 
named Necho in a battle at Magdolos, and were there defeated After 
this victory the Pharaoh took Cadytis, a great Syrian city.

The good aré sometimes betrayed into temporary aberrations which are 
utterly at Variance with their true life,.and the worst of men have their 
fits of benevolence and piety. The only true standard of judgment 
therefore is the thought and intention of the heart and the 
But who can know, the thought and intention 
of another’s heart!

Sandelson, M.B.E., ‘who. recently 
returned from Siberia. Capt. Sandelson 
is a son of Rabbi  Sandelson, and 
is a solicitor by profession. During 
the war he joined the Army Pay Depart- 
ment, and was sent on a _ mission 
to China in connection with the 

recruitment of Chinese labour, ana 
was afterwards attached as Financial 
Adviser to the British Military Mission 


Economics specially fitted him. For 
his services Capt. Sandelson was created

Empire. While in Siberia, Capt. 
Sandelson had unique opportunities of observing (1) the prevailing 
conditions in Siberia, as affecting the Jews; (2) the rampant: anti- 
Semitism in Admiral Koltchak’s entourage; and (8) the virulent anti- 
Jewish propaganda conducted by the staff of the Siberian “ White” 
Army. The tale he tells will be of special interest to Anglo-Jewry by 
reason of his description of the way in which the notorious letter in 
the Morning Post served the Russian anti-Semites in their nefarious 
campaign, and at the same time plunged the Jews in Russia in the 
depth of despair. Capt. Sandelson’s documented refutation of the 
alleged identification of Jews and Bolshevism makes his statement 
additionally valuable. Both in China and Siberia Capt. Sandelson 
was able to render useful service to the Jewish cause. He was 
mainly instrumental in securing from the Chinese Government the 


declaration of adhesion to the Balfour Declaration, through Admiral. 


Tsai Tin Kan, Master of Ceremonies to the President, who described 
himself as a friend of Dr. Herzl. In Siberia, Capt. Sandelson’s 
advice was freely placed at the disposal of the Jews, and he has 
been able to do much for their protection and assistance. | 

THE SIBERIAN GOVERNMENT'S ATTITUDE. 

Capt. Sandelson stated that.as an officer on the Staff of the British 
Military Mission he came in contact with all the leading military authori- 
ties, and was brought into touch not only with the Ministry of Finance of 
Koltchak’s Government, but with other Government departments as well as 
all the commercial sections of the Community. He thus had excellent 
opportunities of studying conditions at first-hand. 

Asked as to the condition of the Siberian Jews, Capt. Sandelson said: 


“Iam much more concerned with the attitude of the Omsk Govern- 


ment—which aspired to become the All-Russian Government—than with 
the conditions of the Jews in Siberia. Siberia, as you doubtless know, 
was prohibited territory for the Jews before the Revolution, except for 
certain privileged classes; but after the Revolution, and particularly 
after the Bolshevist rising, Jews from all parts of Russia fled to Siberia 
so that it now contains a vast Jewish population. I am induced to give 
this interview because since my return from Siberia I have watched with 
profound disgust the propaganda in influential journals such as the Times, 
the Morning Post, and the Echo de Paris, all tending to identify the Jews 
with the Bolshevik movement in Russia, and attributing to our people the 
blame for Russia’s present misfortunes. I know that this vicious and 
wicked propaganda is conceived and carried on by the very representatives 
of the Tsarist. régime and their apologists in London and elsewhere. I 
have no hesitation in stating that these profligate people, who carried on 


an anti-Semitic campaign in Siberia and South Russia are the chief actors 


in the elaborate scheme of vile propaganda which is so saint to our 
people.”

| JEWS AND BOLSHEVISM. 

What is the truth as to Jewish participation in the Bolshevist 
“T had an opportunity of discussing the matter with Jews from 
all parts of Russia, and I speak very feelingly on the whole question— 
the libel being a scandalous one—because my enquiry has led me 
to the belief that the bulk of the Jews belong tothe petty bourgeoisie 
and the intelligenzia, and on the whole are anti-Bolshevist, and 
against the rule of an ignorant proletariat. From what I have 
said already it is natural that the majority of the Jews in Siberia, 
and probably in South Russia, who were conversant with the propagandist 
activities of the Omsk Government viewed with extreme suspicion a 
movement of Church-cum-Cossack-cum-ancient-régime-officials. But 
I am convinced they long to support a really Liberal régime. The 
Jews are more or less evenly distributed among the various political 
- parties in Russia, and I have the names of the Jewish leaders in each. — 
The following are the principal Jewish leaders of the Social Revolu- 
tionary Party (Kerensky’s party): Rubanovitch, Gotz, Minor, Gendelman, 
and Bychovsky. I have ascertained that 85 per cent. of the leaders of the 
party are Jews.. Now as to the Social Democrats (Mensheviksl). The 
Jewish leaders are Germansky, Goldman, Martov, Bavido, Liber, Dan, and 
Abramovitch. Seventy-five per cent. of the leaders are Jews. Of the 
Bolsheviks the leaders of Jewish birth are Trotsky, Kameneff, Zinovieff, 
Stekleff, Litvinoff, and Joffe. Thirty-five to 40 per cent. of the principal 
commissaries are Jews; only half, or less than half the proportion 
obtaining in the other parties, In Trans-Baikalia and Amur regions there 
are practically no Jewish leaders at all. Although there are many 
Bolshevik leaders of Jewish extraction, it must be remembered 
that at the general elections for the General Assembly the Jews voted 
in favour of the moderate Revolutionary Socialists (Kerensky’s wing). 
At the elections for the Jewish Congress held in 1917 in Russia, of those 
elected seventy per cent. were Zionists and of course anti-Bolshevist, the 
remainder belonging to the Jiidisches Volkspartei and the Bund. The 
Volkspartei included Vinaver and Grusenberg. The Bund is largely 
Menshevik (Moderate Socialist). Ata communal meeting held in June, 
1918, in Moscow, of 123 delegates from the various Jewish communities, 
ninety-four were Zionists, sixteen Bundists, nine Socialists, and thirteen 
Bolshevists. At the Siberian Jewish Congress held in 1919, out of sixty 
delegates there was not a single Bolshevist thirty were Moderate 
Socialists, the. remainder being mostly bourgeois representatives. 
In the prison at Tomsk, where a large number of Bolshevists 
are confined, there was not a single Jew. In face of the above I have 
never been able to understand the propaganda. tending to identify 
Jews with Bolshevism, and when these articles leave out the fact 
that among the Bolshevist leaders are many Poles like Gustovsky 
and Menzhinsky; Letts like Tsouripa and Latsis; a Georgin, Stali- 
Djugashvilli; an Armenian, Avanissoff; an Esthonian, Shtouchska; a 
German, Steinberg; and pure Russian Commissaires like Lenin, Riazanoff,. 
Mukhaloff, Bukhavrin, Krylenko, Lunacharsky, Petroff, and Karzhentseff. 
The Red Army is composed of all nations inhabiting Russia and many 
foreigners, several of these forming separate divisions. But there is 
not a single Jewish division or legion. There are 55,000 troops in the 
Lett Division. There are Magyars, Esthonians, Mussulmans, Poles, and 
Chinese. But there is not a single detachment of Jews. And every 
authority I have spoken to is firmly convinced that there are no Jews in 
the Red Army with a possible exception here and there. Equally is it 
untrue that the chief posts in the Bolshevist movement or in the Red 
Army, are held by Jews. In reality, they are held by the sailors, Letts,. 
and Russian communists. Of the prisoners taken in August, September, 
and October, 1918, it is proved that there was not a single Jew among 
the number of military commissaries or persons in command.” 


BOLSHEVIKS AND THE JEWS. © 


Capt. Sandelson proceeded to illustrate the Bolshevist attitude to the 
Jews. 

Capt. Sandelson went'on to show that in fact Jews had been as 
grievous victims of the Bolshevik régime’as any other section of the 
Russian people, and indignantly asks why has the world not been 
informed of the Bolshevik atrocities upon the Jews? “The answer is 
simple,” he says. “The propagandists of the Jew-Bolshevik fable 
would thereby have given their case away. So far from the 
Jews taking a prominent part in the  Bolshevist movement, 
many Jews have lost their lives within the Soviet dominions 
in the struggle against the Bolshevists. Here isa short but very incom- 
plete list: In Moscow in the month of June, Lieut. Wilenkin, Knight of 
the Order of St. George, was shot for taking part with General Popoff in 
a military conspiracy against the Soviet power. In May, the banker 
Steinberg, father of eight small children, was shot for having been detected 
in a similar conspiracy. In August an attempt was made on Lenin, the 
guilty person proving to be a Jewess, Fanny Kaplan, who was executed 
with three Jews, Griegman, Katz and Morgenstern, her accomplices. In 
July the Jew Blumen was shot for taking part in the assassination of the 
German Ambassador Merbach. In October a Jewish student was executed 
in Petrograd for the assassination of the Jewish Commissary Ouritzky—a 
very significant act this!

In common \ ith the 
Russian landowners the estates of Jews were confiscated. The Jewish 
charitable, political and social organisations were closed ari. their 
capital sequestrated. After the Bolshevists had despoiled the Jews 
of everything, they appointed a Jewish communist to preside over 
the affairs of the community. |It must be apparent to every iinpre. 
judiced mind that the Jewish people as a whole sufferin. fron, 


the Bolshevist rule in the same degree as the Russians are suffering, that. 


Bolchevist ideas, from a social standpoint, neither find suppor! in the 
Jewish religion, Jewish morals or in the Jewish national ten icncies 
which are so very strong {among the Jews in Russia, 70 per cont. of 
whom are pronounced Zionists. As an officer. having wade a 
particular study of the Jewish question in Russia during my stay, and 
having interviewed people of all sections of Russian opinion, I repudiate 
indignantly the libel on our race that the Jews are the mainstay of the 
Bolshevist movement in Russia. In any case those Jews who ave con: 
nected with the movement have long since renounced our people, and in 
the majority of cases had previously accepted Christianity aud then 
abandoned all religion. It is monstrous that influential journals like 
the Times, the Morning Post, and the Echo de Paris, should still har} on this

SIR JAMES CANTLIE ON MOSAIC LAW. 


Sir James Cantlie, the greatest living authority on tropical mv«licine, 
speaking at St. Martins’-in-the-Fields Church last Friday, said: | 

We had never upset one of Moses’ laws iu regard to hygiene, sanitation, oF 
medical teaching. All that the scientists of to-day, with their microscopes and 
text-books, did (he continued), was to prove that the ancient law-yivcr was 
right. There was not one page of the Bible that did not teach us an hygienic fact. 
We had been trying hitherto to cure disease instead of preventing it, as Moses 
did. Recently (he said) we had been on the top of a volcano in regard to possible 
plague epidemic, but it was being kept down, and every day rats caught at: the 
docks were examined for the disease bacillus. Twenty-six years ago, lien he 
was a doctor at Hong Kong, there was a bubonic plague, and he ati! others 
searched the Encyclopedia Britannica for information. Then aclergyms) came 
to him and asked that he would read the fourth, fifth, and sixth chia) ters of 
the Book of Samuel, where five models of swellings and three golden iiiiges of 
rats were described as being offered to the God of Israel. ‘‘ That’s th cause 


of your plague, these rats,’’ said the clergyman, and on that basis tlic nedical 


authorities went to work. Tropical medicine only came in twenty yerrs 86% 
but if we had read our Bible we would have known all about it before. Ou 
wrong use of milk was the cause of indigestion and bad teeth. Moses !a «| dow? 
the salutary law that milk should not be drunk until at least two hours after 
eating fish, three after chicken, and four after meat, but we disregarded 1:15 and 


gave milk at meals. No careful Jewish mother would give milk to her child 
when meat was served. :

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courage may not have been very happy, but we have this satis- 
faction—the satisfaction of knowing that, notwithstanding all its 
defects and all its imperfections, the Community as a whole received - 
the new constitution with a feeling of satisfaction. There is one 
thing, perhaps, I ought to say. I view with some concern, and possibly 
with some alarm, the tremendous increase which has taken place in the 
number of Deputies. It does not make for rapid work nor for good work. 
It rather makes the Board unwieldy and sometimes it is calculated to 
paralyse thought as well as action. And at the present time the real 
work of the Board is done by committees. I should recommend the 
Board without much delay to put on the brake in this direction. I have 
three propositions to submit to you in regard to the work of the Board. 
The first is: members must be loyal to the honorary officers and 
Executive of the Board. It is their duty to give the Executive their 
unqualified support. I am sure the Executive are always willing and 
prepared to face criticism. It will always be open to you to criticise their 
methods, their plans and their policy, and if necessary to turn them out, 
but your criticisms must be honest, they must be constructive and not 
destructive. (Cheers.) The second point which I want to emphasise.is: 
do not split yourselves up into sections and groups. What you want in 
this Board is. combined effort and not party strife, which always leads to 
petty jealousies and rivalries. And lastly, [would recommend you strongly: 
endeavour to reconcile differences of opinion. Do not seek out points of dis- — 
agreement, but rather try to discover points of agreement. (Cheers.) And if 
you will bring tothis task an unprejudiced and unfettered mind, you will find 
plenty of ground of common action, and in the course of time differences 
will disappear, melt away and evaporate, and ultimately you will get that 
union, that loyalty, and that co-operation which are so essential tor the 
efficient. working of the Board. It is the fashion to-day to express 
everything in the shape of a formula. I am_ going to ask 
you. to consider the formula which I- am about to give to 
you. It may be expressed in these terms: loyalty, co-operation 
and, what is the fountain and essence of loyalty and co-operation, 
confidence and mutual goodwill. If you take this formula home with you 
and consider it and act upon these lines, I feel sure you will be strengthening 
the cause of of the Board and its prestige; you will merit the thanks of a 
grateful community ; and lastly, but not least, you will help to maintain 
the historic and cherished. traditions of this Board. Once again I thank 
you for the attention with which you have listened to me, and I thank you 
once again for the great honour you have conferred upon me in electing 
me an honorary member of the Board. (Loud cheers.) 


The PRESIDENT . expressed the pleasure with which they 
welcomed Mr. Alexander among them. It gave an opportunity to 
the newer members of the Board to make the acquaintance of an 
historic figure. Mr. Alexander had presided over the destinies of the 
Board for a. great number of years. He thought he might be allowed to say ° 
that in making him an honorary member and associating him with the

they had conferred a compliment on him. But also in their minds had 
been the gratitude with which they viewed his strenuous activities on 
behalf of the Board for many years.

REPORT OF ALIENS COMMITTEE. 
The following report of the Aliens Committee was unanitously 
adopted :— 7 


Your Committee has opened negotiations with the Jews’ Temporary >lelter, 
London, and with the Jewish Organisations at Hull and Liverpool, with recard to 
the possibility of watching Jewish Immigration at these ports and cetting 


immediate particulars of cases of hardship which the Board might reprcsent to, 
the Home Office. The Board is offered every assistance by the Jews’ ‘Te: porary 
Shelter, but replies have not yet been received from Hull or Liverpool. In 


addition, enquiries are being made at Newcastle, Grimsby and Glasgow. 

A Conference with representatives from the Jewish Workers’ Fund, the 
Jewish War Refugees’ Committee, the Jewish Board of Guardians, wii the 
United Russian Committee was held on the 5th February, to assist the Cormittee 
in evolving a plan for dealing with the question of the dependents of Ru--ians. 

Mr. Leonard L. Cohen (representing the Jewish Board of Guardian-) stated 
that his attention had been called in November last to the possibili'y of the 
Government withdrawing its allowance tothe wivesand dependents of I issians. 
The Honorary Officers of the Jewish Board of Guardians interviewed t! autho- 
rities on the question, and in December last the Government decided to © tinue 
the allowances for three months. A suggestion was at the same time mi) ¢ that 
an ad hoe Committee should be formed, consisting of representatives {)0 11 the 
Jewish Board of Guardians, the War Refugees’ Committee, and the Jews): Wor 
kers’ Fund, which would take over the distribution of the Government ~ ut a& 
present administered by the Local Boards of Guardians. It was anticij:' that 
this arrangement, which was only awaiting a final letter from the Mistry of 
Health, would be concluded. The working of this Committee should pre «it the 
overlapping of effort, and would possibly result in greater help being | sen 
the most deserving cases by the elimination of cases which did not »-yuire 
assistance.

Students Demonstrate against Professor Einstein, 


Professor Einstein, whose recently announced discove ry that rays of | 


light took a bending course in reaching the earth, caused a furore in the 
scientifie world, Was “‘hooted and howled down at the Berlin Unive rsity on 
lridav, and greeted with cries of “Jew!”

“Israel As a Nation” : 
A Reply to Dr. Nordau. 
From the Rev. MORRIS JOSEPH, 11, Gloucester Terrace, W. 2. 
‘To THE Eptror.| 

Sir,—ln his article, “ Israel as a Nation,” which you printed last 
week, Dr. Max Nordau writes that “ Reform Rabbis have invented 
some hazy mission of the Jewish people or of Judaism. They were 
assimilators,” he adds; ° they took their inspiration from the Gospels 
and the Acts of the Apostles on the one hand, and from Hegel's 
mystic philosophy of history on the other. Hegel taught that God 
had established for all eternity His plan for the spiritual: evolution 
of humanity, and employs the different nations as instruments for 
the realisation of His will. . . « Repeating this absurd Hegelian 
Ewaddle, the Reform wiseacres attributed to Judaism the mission of 
preaching monotheism to mankind; and, welding together with the 
rantings of Hegel the Christian tradition of the Apostles, they 
affirmed that Jews must disperse all over the love in order to 
accomplish their preaching and converting mission.’ 

It is a pity that Dr. Nordau does not stick to bis last. He is an 
eloquent and possibly a sound advocate of Zionism, but this adven- 
ture of his into Jewish history shows him hopelessly flounderin 4 
beyond his depth. The idea that Israel has been providentially 
scattered over the earth in order to win converts for the true 
religion has not been learned either by Reform or Orthodox Rabbis — 
for both have adopted it with enthusiasin—from the New Testa: 
ment; they have learned it from the Talmud. ane 

“ God,” we read in Pesachim 87b, “dispersed Israel among the 
nations only in order that they might win proselytes.” As these 
words are ascribed to one of the old Tannaim, it is not very likely 
that their author was forced to borrow them from the Acts of the 
Apostles or even from the Gospels. And. with a Rabbi Eliezer to 
teach them, the Modern Reform Rabbis have no use for a Hegel. 
Equally superfluous would it have been for them to go to the modern 
philosopher for the theory that the various nations are. instruments 


in God's hands forthe accomplishment of His plan “for the spiritual 


evolution of humanity.” If Dr. Nordau will refresh his recollection 
of the Yad Hachazakah, he will find that, in his Hilchoth Melachim 
(Amsterdam edition, 11, 4), Maimonides “this absurd 
_ lian twaddle” by some seven hundred years 

Weak in his history, Dr. Nordau is equally anil in his person: al 
criticisms. He has the hardihood to charge Reform Rabbis. with 
being’ assimilators.” This is one of the conventional fictions of our 
modern civilisation—to borrow from Dr. Nordau’s own voc abulary 
and he, of all men, should be the last to make the accusation.

MR. J. H. K ANN ON’ 
THE POSITION IN PALESTINE. 


Mr. J. H. Kann, of the Hague, whohas recently visited Palestine, has 
favoured the JEWISH CHRONICLE with the following statement : 

‘Since the period of the Declaration by Mr. Balfour that the English 
Government would use its best endeavours to make Palestine the Home 
of the Jewish people, the country is still occupied by English troops, and 
peace with Turkey has not yet been concluded. Palestine is “ Occupied 
Enemy Territory,” and the Government of the country is only of a pro- 
visional nature. Only what is absolutely necessary for public welfare is 
being carried out, and even then only as far as the revenues suffice. 

‘It is the general opinion that this state of affairs has already lasted 
far too long, and: is highly unsatisfactory. The Jewish population of 
Palestine is disappointed, as are also the great mass of Jews in Central 
and Eastern Europe. The. Zionist leaders are reproached with having 
roused expectations which cannot be realised. 


“This is unfair, because everybody ought to have know: n beforchand : 


that Palestine is not prepared for an immigration en masse, and that 
the preparation requires a great deal of time. 

3 “One is, however, justified in asking whether the Zionists themsclves 
have done their utmost to hasten the preparation for Jewish societies 
on a large scale, since Mr. Balfour’s Declaration. 

‘One of the mostimportant.problems which arises in connection with 
this question, is the relations between the Jewish and Arab population, 
These two groups are scarcely in touch with one another. The natural 
result is that they do not understand each other. Asa striking example 


of ignorance, it may be mentioned that persons in prominent Jewish 


circles in Jaffa and Jerusalem did not know of the existence of very good 
and modern Arabic schools which existed in those very Cities! 

“Tn the suburb Tel Aviv, near Jaffa, there is a pure Jewish city life. 
Houses in gonial aré well furnished and built hygienically, and show 
what can be attained by energy and co-operation. But in spite of ali the 


excellent conditions that exist there, it must be said that a great many 
of the inhabitants are living 


IN A FOOL’S PARADIS, 
They already imagine that they are living in a Jewish Salevtine : they 
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do not know the conditions in other parts of Palestine, and they do not 
come into touch with the Arab population at all. : 

“Wherever the relations between Jews and Arabs are not what they 
should be, both parties are at fault. The Arabs, for instance, have taken 
advantage of the privileged position which they had enjoyed for many 
years past in Jerusalem, and which was recognised by the English 
Government, in spite of the fact that the Jews form the majority of the 
population. 

“But the Jews, too, often show very little tact in regard to the Arabs, 
The chauvinistic elements act and especially talk as though Palestine had 
suddenly become a land which should be closed to non-Jews. This 


lived in Palestine for many centuries. One should avoid provoking the 
Arab population. It is a stupid and a dangerous attitude. We shall have 
to live with this population; so far as is possible, in friendship. We can 
accomplish this if we demonstrate that we appreciate the co-operation of 
the Arabs in all directions in which citizens of the same country can work 
together. 

“The Zionist Commission has repeatedly shown its goodwill towards 
the Arab population. But it is only natural that this Commission should 
work primarily in the interests of the Jewish population, and it is rathe 
difficult for the Commission to do more than make platonic declarations 
-in regard to the Arabs. | | 

“A ereat many people erroneously look upon the Zionist Commission ag

Tt is not, and it cannot be so. It is possible that the Zionist Commission 
itself has given grounds for this wrong conception, and where this is the 
case it will have to change its attitude in the future. Its budget is so

“The time has come forthe Zionist Organisation to show that it 
has the welfare of the entire population of Palestine at heart. All its 
branches all over the world should prepare a propaganda on a very big 
scale for the immediate future, when it will be necessary to find 
the means in order to improve the sanitary conditions, for drainage 
and irrigation works, for the building of schools, for the construction of 


telegraphs. The greater part of such means can only be provided by way 
of a Palestine loan.’ And we should find out what guarantees could be

“Tt is, however, easy to understand that the Jews cannot continue to 
make great sacrifices of men and money if they are not. confident that 
Palestine will thereby become a Jewish country eventually. The financial 
bodies which would procure the necessary means might make it a 
condition that at least 75 per cent. of the labourers employed must be 
Jews in all those works which would be financed by them. Besides, 
there ought to be a Government Bureau to direct immigration in the right 
way, and to meet the first needs of the immigrants. When

country is expressly instructed by the Mandate that Palestine must be 


ourselves entirely. 

* Zionist propaganda by means of speech must be followed by that of 
action. This will certainly happen when a strong administration can 
safeguard life and property in the whole country, when good roads are 
made and means of transport are provided; and when nothing stands in 
the way of Palestine’s development into a modern commonwealth, then 
one inay also count on private initiative to do its work. 

“It does not seem desirable that an English non-Jewish official should 
be appointed to govern Palestine. Only a Jew can fully understand the 
duties of a Governor of Palestine in the present conditions. He must be 
a person of great energy, who must enjoy the confidence of both Jews and 
non-Jews, and who must have plenty of means—financial and otherwise— 
at his disposal to fulfil his task efficiently. | 

“On the other hand, however, it is artificial and foolish to’ over- 
emphasise the Jewish character. This must develop naturally. If we 
act otherwise, we run the risk of creating a new ghetto, in Palestine itself.”

DR. WEIZMANN’S SPEECH. 


Dr. WEIZMANN, who was received with loud cheers, speaking in 


Yiddish, said that a year had elapsed since they had appeared 
before the Peace Conference and submitted the Zionist demands 
statesmen of the world. The year that had passed 
had’ been a year of great anxiety and much impatience— 
impatience not only here but in Palestine. Although the year 


had seemed long, they could say in the Yiddish phrase, “shorter ig - 


longer,” and now it was only a matter of hours or days. When the time 


of waiting was ended the hard time of work would begin here, and . 


especially in Palestine. From time to time the Jewish people asked 
through its representatives, and through the Press: “ Watchman, what 


of the night?” From that platform over a year ago the leaders had tricd to 


explain their programme. Ina speech which he delivered in Jerus:lcm, 
and which had been widely translated, he had explained what they might 
hope to get, and he would repeat what he had then formulated. He would 
begin with what they would not get. They would not get a Jewish cite. 
They would not govern the country from Dan to Beersheba. ‘They cud 
not obtain that, and had not demanded that. What they had demanded 
was the means of creating the conditions from which a Jewish “State 
might emerge. What were these means? . They consisted first inthe 
creation of conditions which should make it possible to bring in masscs of 
Jews—not like water through asieve, but so that they could settle in the 
country and build up a Jewish life. In order to do that, they must have 
land. They had demanded that all lands which were free aud 


unoccupied should be given over to them on easy conditions or 
unconditionally, in order that Jews-might be able to obtain a 


livelihood from the soil. The second condition they had demanded was 
that all public works which were necessary in Palestine so thut a 
white population could dwell there, such “as irrigation, the construction 


of railways, roads, and harbours should be placed in Jewish hanis, 


and be developed by Jewish enterprise, Jewish labour, and Jewish 
capital. The third condition they had demanded was that their languace, 
their schools, their communal life, all that constituted their spiritual life, 
should be officially recognised. Even now they could see telegrams in 


Hebrew, railway notices in Hebrew, and even Government proclamatious 
_inHebrew. They had demanded further that the Jewish Sabbath should 


be recognised as the official day of rest. All this was not a State. But 
if they settled on the land, if they did the hard work in building 
it up, if they spoke Hebrew and kept the NY as it should be 
kept, they had the conditions for a Jewish State. They had put 
their demands in this form, because it was the only way in which 
they could achieve their goal peacefully. Anything else would 
lead to confiicts between them and the population living in the country. 
Certain people would have liked them to say, “ Let us go to Palestine and 
make a State.” If they said this, there would be disturbances in Palcs- 
tine, and a State would certainly not eventuate. Their work would 
greatly suffer. They wereanancient peopleand could afford to work slowly. 
Rome was not built in a day, and Jerusalem would not be built in a day. 
When they read the Megillah a few days hence, they would be entérils 
on the era of great difficulties. One of the difficulties with which they would 
be immediately confronted was the condition of the Jewsin Eastern Europe 
who comprised about two-thirds of the Jewish people. Their condition 
was worse than that of the Israelites after the destruction of the Temple. 
Jewish communal life had been broken up, thousands were starving, and 
the people were seeking a place of refuge. And when the doors of Palestine 
were opened tens of thousands would stream there. They would have to 
explain to the people the necessity of preparing the land for them, and it 
was essential that the control of emigration to Palestine should be in 
Jewish hands. If Jews spoke to them they would uuderstand, however 
hard the message might be. One final point he wished to urge. Zionism 


_ in its old form was now ended. They had propagated Jewish ideals and 


aroused the Jewish people. The conscious part of the Jewish people was 
awaké, A new epoch was about to begin, an era of construction iu

Palestine. And in the rebuilding of Palestine, not only Zionists. but the 
whole Jewish people could share. They would call 6n all Jews who had 
God in their hearts to join with them in bearing the Hreat burdey 
of the building up of Palestine.

MEETINGS OF THE EXECUTIVE COMM] 
[(COMMUNICATED.] 


The Meetings of the Council of the Zionist Organisation, convened by 
the Executive, ;,were opened on Wednesday, February lith, in the 
Conference Room of the Zionist Central Office in London. The proceed. 
ings were formally opened by Mr. Sokolow in Hebrew. Mr. Sokolow 
gave expression to his great satisfaction that the organisation was now 
able, for the first time since the outbreak of the war, to convene a meeting 
of the Council at which, with very few exceptions, all members could 
participate. Speaking with great emotidn, he referred to the loss 
sustained by the deaths of Wolfsohn, T'schlenow, Heymann. and Stand. 

Landman (Secretary of the Organisation) read a telecram from 
Mr. Ussishkin in Jerusalem, who, in transinitting his heartiest Wishes to 
the meeting, expressed the conviction that its deliberations will be 
fruitful by creating the necessary means for our work in Palestine. He 
added that there are already plenty of opportunities in the Yishub for 
extensive work in all directions. 

Dr. WEIZMANN submitted a report on the political institution, The 
cranting of the Mandate, he said, might. be expected within a very brief 
tinue. The most important matter still not settled was, apart from the 
Mandate, undoubtedly the question of the frontiers. Negotiations had 
been conducted on behalf of the Zionist Organisation with all Govern: 
ments concerned, and it was hoped that the result would conform to the 
absolute necessities of the Jewish National Home, and of a sound economic 
development of the country. Dr. Weizmann observed with great regret 
that the representatives of the American Zionist Organisation were absent. 
This was due partly to their inability to leave America at this juncture, 
when a great financial “drive” was being undertaken, and partly to per- 
sonal reasons. Dr. Weizmann proposed that the Council express, both to 
Justice Brandeis and the Zionist Organisation of America, its special 
gratitude for the work which had been, and is still being performed, by 
American Zionists. , He closed hisobservations with an expression of hope 
of fruitful work. He had nothing to say against criticism, if the exi 
possibilities would be reviewed in their proper relation. 

Mr. SOKOLOW reported on the relations of the Zionist Organisation with 
the French Government. Having regard to the recent changes in France, 
it was found necessary to get into touch with the representatives of the 
new Government, to ieform them as clearly as possible on our aims, and 
to obtain their support. Mr. Sokolow stated that he had had along inter- 
view with Mr, Millerand, the French Premier, and an interview alse with

the President of the French Senate, Mr. Leon Bourgeois, who represents 


Yrance on the League of Nations. He gathered the impression that 


: France would adhere to her endorsement of the British Declaration. Mr. 


Sokolow then reported generally on the relations of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion with various.other Governinents, and expressed the view that nations 
sencrally regarded the Zionist question not as a specifically Palestinian 
one, but as a question affecting the Jewish people as a whole. | 

The Second Session was opened in the afternoon. After discussion, 


in which Messrs. Jacobus Kann, Jean Fischer, Leo Motzkin, and Drs. . 


Bodenheimer and Hantke participated, it was resolved to admit to all 
subsequent sessions only delegates from Federations, the experts already 
invited, and the principal secretaries. pees! 

A general discussion ensued, and the following gentlemen spoke: 
Messrs. Jacobus Kann and Jean Fischer, and Drs. Friedermann and 
Marmorek. These speakers submitted certain criticisms concerning the 
Zionist proposals for the Mandate. Mr. Kann, in addition, related some 
of his observations and experiences during his recent journey through 
Palestine, Dr. Marm.rek criticised in general the conduct of Zionist 
political work. He particularly emphasised the opinion that the leaders 
had not dune their utmost to attract circles outside the movement. All 
the speakers underlined the necessity of maintaining good relations with 
the Arabs. 7 

Dr. WEIZMANN replied to the arguments advanced by the previous 
speakers. His words were received with great approval. He explained 
the difficulties under which the Zionist leaders had taken up and carried 
through their political labours during the war, and illustrated the import- 
ance of their achievement. He paid considerable attention to the 
relations with the Arabs and their leaders, and reminded the meeting of 


‘the guiding principles which had been before him and his colleagues 


from the outset, and which had been fully confirmed by all their achieve- 
ments and utterances. He went on to show the importance of the 
political framework set up by the Peace Treaty, which only required to 
be filled in by means of energetic work on the part of the Zionist 
Organisation and of the Jewish people, in order to complete the edifice. 


The third session was opened by Mr. SOKOLOW, who replied to 


various points raised by Messrs. Marmorek, Fischer, and Kann. He made 


it clear in what manner the leaders had succeeded in attracting forces 
from outside Zionist circles. 

Dr. BODENHEIMER, in replying to the Chairman, expressed thanks to 
the leaders for their labours and the successes attained ; they*had proved 
themselves worthy followers of Herzl. He went on to say that the 
Zionist proposals fully covered the demands of the Basle programme; in 
point of detail they were certainly more comprehensive than even those 
definitely laid down during Herzl’s lifetime. He expressed the wish that 
Zionists-from all parts of the world might soon be enabled to participate 


actively in the work awaiting them in Palestine. 


The fourth sitting was held in the afternoon. Mr. Sokolow reported 
that he had just received by telegram, from the Zionist Office in Paris,

The letter reads as follows :— ae 
“TT have taken note of the communication which you addressed 
to me under date February 9tli with regard to the Zionist proposals 
for the establishment of a Jewish national home in Palestine. : 
“You need not doubt, and I have pleasure in renewing to you the 
assurance, that the interest of the French Government is maintained 
in the establishment of such a national home in the land of origin of 
a race so richly endowed with vitality and intellect as your own. 

All that can be done to help to achieve this aim, having due 
regard to the just rights and interests of the population of such 
varied origin and faith which history has assembled and mingled in 
the Near East, is certain to have the support of France.” 


declared that he was fully satisfied with the future development of the 
work now that he had heard the explanations given by Dr. Weizmann. 
Mr. Joseph Cowen criticised the demands put forward by the Zionists. 
Dr. Daiches, speaking as a representative of the English Zionists, said 
that they had been able to observe the great achievements of Dr. 
° Weizmann and Mr. Sokolow, especially what they had done in England. 
He then spoke in opposition to the speakers who had attacked the 
leaders. He thanked the leaders on behalf of the English Zionists, and 
said that the suecesses achieved by Dr. Weizmann and Mr. Sokolow had 
for the first time made the Zionist Organisation in England a strong and 
important body. M. Circurel spoke on the development of Zionist work 
in Egypt. Dr. Klee, President of the Zionist Federation of Germany, 
dealt at length with the policy of the Executive, and expressed the full 
approval by the German Zionists of that policy. The German Zionists 
were working with all their strength for the construction of the Jewish 
National Home in Palestine. Dr. Klee concluded by proposing the follow$ 
ing resolution : 

After hearing the explanation of Dr. Weizmann and Nahum Sokolow, and 
after an extensive debate, the, M®xecutive Council expresses its unbounded confi- 
dence in the Exeentive Committee, and especially to Dr. Weizmann and Nahum 
Sokolow, in view of the self sacrificing and successful work which. they had 
carried out on behalf of Zionist ideals; and it empowers the Executive Com- 
mittee to eontinue its work along its present political lines. | | 

Mr. Motzkin analysed the entire work of recent years, and expressed 
the opinion, in the course of his remarks, that the political Zionists, such 
as Dr. Marmorek and Mr. Jean Fischer, had been right in their predictions 
as to the line of action which the leaders had to follow. Professor 
Ornstein said that the Dutch Zionists were fully in agreement with the 
work of. the leaders. The Dutch Zionists had felt the effects of that work 
in the increase of their own power in Holland, and therefore had valued 
what had been done. Mr. Naiditsch repeated that the leaders liad acted 
throughout in close agreement with the Russian Zionists. They trusted 
in the Jewish people. Inthe name of the Russian Zionists, he expressed 
gratitude to, and full confidence in, their leaders. Dr. Bernstein-Kogan 
made a similar deciaration in the name of the Zionists of Bessarabia.

Dr. WEIZMANN, replying to the debate, said that in relation to their 

final aim if was incorrect to differentiate between political and non- 
political Zionism. ‘The final aim of both was the same. Tlic only 
difference was that the methods advocated by the so-called political 
Zionists were not wrong, but inadequate and one-sided. Hence a rival 
policy had been set up which he himself at the Hague Congress had catled 
Synthetic. Zionism. This Zionism had been brilliantly justified by its 
results. If their position as a colonising element had been stronger in 
Palestine, the successes in tke political field would have been far greater. 
It was in the spirit of this Synthetic Zionism that we must now begin to 
| pe up constructive work, which is the foundation stone of the whole 
fie .re. Dr. Weizmann gave numerous examples of the in- 
fluence and the power which the Zionist Organisation had acquired. 
At the same time he drew a picture of the difficulties which had 
to be overcome in every field, and of which a great many persons 
hitherto had no idea. He then went on to speak of the work about 
to be undertaken, and showed its importanee for their final ain. 
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He gave some information on the nature of their relations to English 
_ polities and to the English people. He also emphasised the value attached 


by the leaders to the promotion of Zionism through the Socialist move- 
ments. Dr. Weizmann’s speech, which concluded by pointing out that 
the work could only suceeed if all Zionists realised the responsibility 
attaching to them and worked with united forces for the common object, 
The applause 
redoubled when Mr. Fischer and Dr. Marmorek, whose criticisms had 
given the impression of acertain amount of dissatisfaction, spontaneously 


rose and going up to Dr. Weizmann shook him by the hand most 


warmly. 


Dr. WEIZMANN opened a discussion on the Hebrew University. He 
‘said a building, worthy of this purpose, must be erected and an adequate 
staff obtained. The University must be a Hebrew University. It would 
be a severe biow to our prestige in the country if we began our supreme 
cultural work by using any other language. Dr. Weizmann estimated 
the money needed for beginning the University, and expressed the hope 
that if it was opened: on asmall scale it would be easier to obtain the 
amount needed for the completion of the work. ‘The technical schools 
in Haifa must be organised and opened, according to the programme pro 


posed before the war. They must be transformed into schools of engineer ' 


ing. He reported that the schools had. been bought by Mr. Jacob Schiff 
‘from the Hilfsverein der Deutschen Juden for the Zionist Organisation. 
It was to be hoped that Mr. Jacob Schiff would also take a further interest 
in the technical schools. 
- Professor ORNSTEIN, who is Professor of Physics at Utrecht, 
supported Dr. Weizmann’s proposal to open the University with a series 
~of research institutes. He proposed to attach to the Universit y a School 
of Fine Mechanics as at the University of Leyden. Mr. SAcIiER 
emphasised the need for establishing round the University a «quartet 
inhabited by scholarseHe further insisted that the final aim of «o> 
plete University must néver be forgotten. 

Dr. NORDAU strongly supported Dr. Weizmann’s proposal. He said 
they must undertake nothing that they could not carry out thoreusly; 
but they must avoid all that would lead to strife. He therefore advised 
the opeming of the University at once with research institutes. 

Rabbi Dr. SCHONFELD, speaking in the name of the Mizrachi, 
supported Dr. Weizmann’s proposal. Mr. BoRIS GOLDBERG adyised the 
formation of a General Board of Trustees for Higher Education. Professor 
WARBURG emphasised the necessity of care for the “humane scicnces” 
as wellas for the natural sciences, and especially for Oriental studies. 
- Messrs. _PODLISCHEWSKY, BOEHM and MOTZKIN, opposed limiting the 
University to the purely material faculties. Mr. Boehm pointed out the 

‘great propaganda attractive force which the idea of a University i 


! Jerusalem would exert in all Jewish and even in non-Jewish circles. D's 
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puPPIN advised the formation of an Economic Institute for the E 
al Archeological Institute. Mr. SPRINZAK insisted on 
extensive agriculture. Mr. HELMAN 
Jewish subjects as taboo. 

In conclusion Dr. WEIZMANN referred to the prospect of re-erecting 
Aaronsohn’s experimental station. He emphasised © the political 
importance of the archeological institute. The University would finally 
contain everything. Professor Ornstein’s suggestion for a workshop of 
fine mechanics was very important. The Jews had inherited talent of 
this kind, and the light in Palestine was excellent. The right to grant 
the doctorate must be won by sound scientific work. They must keep 
the University on this level. He recommended finally the sending of a 
telegram of thanks to Mr. Jacob Schiff fer his help with the technical 
schools. The proposal was carried with applause. 

Dr. Klee’s resolution of confidence was unaniimonsly adopted with 
sroat enthusiasm. Dr. Levin's resolution was also carried. 

MONDAY'S MEETING. 

Mr. SOKOLOW gave a report of the interview granted to him by Mr. 
Paul Deschanel, the new President of the French Republic. The audi. 
once lasted three-quarters of an hour, and the. Zionist question in parti- 
cular and the Jewish question in general were considered. He had been 
received in a very cordial manner. The report was received with great 
applause, 

The resolution proposed at the previous meeting by Dr. Weizmann 
and Dr. Levin thanking the American Zionists, was carried unanimously. 

Mr. JULIUS SIMON openéd the debate on Palestine with a detailed 
report u the plan of colonisation proposed by the Colonisation Depart- 
ment; the report dealt specially with’ the formation’ of the financial 
organisations for carrying out the colonisation, The report of Mr. Julius 
Simon was supplemented by Dr. Ruppin, who chiefly drew attention to 
the fact that the financial programme had to be suitable not only to con- 
ditions in Palestine but to the mentality of. those from whom it was 
expected to obtain the necessary funds. Dr, Ruppin proposed founding 
a large society for house-building, which should begin to build houses for 
workers as rapidly as possible. , 

In the afternoon Dr. BODENHEIMER opened the debate. He insist#d. 
that all the land used for Jewish colonisation purposes should remain the 
property of the Jewish National Fund. | 

After Mr. Boris Goldberg, Dr. Jacobson, Mr. Naiditsch, and Dr. 
Goldstein had spoken, | 

Dr. WIZMANN intervened and showed at length that the Jewish 
‘people must be told clearly that the opportunity offered to them to build 
up their national home could only be fully utilised by a gigantic willing- 
ness to sacrifice on their part. He explained how the leaders believe the 
work in Palestine could be started immediately. :

AMERICAN OPINION ON PALESTINE'S FUTURE. 


The New York correspondent of the Daily Telegraph cabled last 


Sunday :— 

With deep interest American public opinion is watching the Palestine 
question in the negotiations on the Turkish settlement by the Council of 
Premiers, sitting in London. Mr. Justice Brandeis, Judge Mack, and 
Dr. Wise, of the Zionist Organisation of America, expressed deep concern 
over the reports that the northern frontier may be fixed along the lines of 
the Sykes-Picot secret treaty, which would deprive Palestine of its indis- 
pensable water and power resources on the Litany River and the siopes-of 
Mount Hermon. Others, who think with them on this point, are such 
eminent Americans as Secretaries Baker and Daniels, Presidents Eliot 
and Butler, Governors Lowden and Smith, Bishop Burch, and Cardinal 
Gibbons, Dr. Van Dyke, and Bishop Wilson, James M. Beck, and William 
G. McAdoo. These prominent leaders criticise the alleged strong inclina- 
tion on the part of the French Government to press for a settlemeat of 
the boundary between Syria and Palestine along the lines of the Sykes- 
Picot Treaty, and declare that “such a frentier would violate the historic 


boundaries of. the Holy Land by taking into Syria part of Northern 


Galilee.” The newspaper Press emphasises the economic argument that 
observance of the Sykes-Picot Treaty would deprive Palestine of her only 
available water supply for irrigation and power, and, concludes the New 
York Post, “the fixing of frontiers which deprive Palestine of its essential 
natural resources threatens to cripple the great project at the start,

There are now 
two Hebrew newspapers in circulation which are ina flourishing condition 
financially. Mr. Grad emphasized that the Palestine Commission was 
becoming more and more the official medium between the Military 
Administrator and the Jewish population... He referred to the satisfactory 
feeling which was created by the recent visit of Dr. Weizmann to 
Palestine, and dealt with the work of the Zionist schools, the medical 
missions, and the promising condition of the various colonies.

A Central Committee meeting was held on the 11th inst.

Some few weeks ago there appeared in your Leeds news a report of 
the annual general meeting, together with extracts of the report ana 
balance-sheet, showing a financial record, upon which all and sundry 
were congratulated. From this account of (artificial) prosperity. it would 
seem that all is well with the premier congregation. But, in truth, the 
reverse is the case, for what. should be its main asset—its religions 
influence and activity—is practically non-existent.

[TO THE EDITOR. 


Sr1r,-—-My attention has been drawn to Mr. Landa’s bitter attack on 
my performance of “Shylock,” which was reported in your esteemed 
journal of the 30th ultimo. I do not propose to reply to the attack, nor 
to Mr. Landa’s “criticism” of my conception of the role, for the simple 
reason that I do not take him seriously. | 

May I, however, crave the hospitality of your columns to bring 
certain facts to the notice of your readers? 

It was Mr. Landa himscif who first suggested to me that I should 
play “Shylock” on the English stage. It was Mr. Landa himself who 
came to me and suggested that he should undertake the office of trying to 
interest English managements in the idea. | 

As an artist, I make it a rule never to reply to dramatic criticism, but 
as a member of the Jewish Community, I fee! bound to notice an attack 
that accuses me of traducing the race to which I am proud to belong. 

It is not necessary to disprove the assertions of Mr. Landa; thousands 
of Jews and Christians have already done so for themselves.

A Public Meeting to inaugurate the North London Conjoint Branch, 
No. 12, of the London Jewish Hospital Association was held last Sunday, 
at the North London Jewish Club, is 

Mr. MAURICE G, LIVERMAN, Chairman of the Branch, who presided, 
briefly sketched the local history of the movement, and said that they 
welcomed that afternoon some of the pioneers of the movement, among 
whom were Mrs, Liebster and Mr. Kapp. 

HAHAM Dr. GASTER said that on the previous Wednesday, they had 
celebrated the thirteenth anniversary of the first inception in a practical 
form of the establishment of a Jewish hospital in London. Just as this 
hospital had risen from nought and had become one of the best institutions 
in the community, so they might be sure that. everything sicred and 
good upon which they set their hearts would also be crowned with the 
greatest success. They were called upon to help in a work from 
which immeasureable benefit was to be derived by all sections 
of the Community. He would like the Mayor of Stoke .Newington 


. to know that the doors of the Hospital were open to Gentile as well as to 


Jew. By supporting the hospital, we were not only bestowing a great 
benefit upon those who were suffering, but were doing a grand work for 
the future generation in this country. He knew some of them would say 
the calls were so many they were unable to help the Hospital. He would 
ask such persons if they knew of anyone who had ever become poor 
through being charitable. He appealed to them in the name of thousands 
of their own kith and kin. It was desired to open the doors of the 
Hospital also to those who could not come for daily consultation—to have 
beds erected for as many as possible. They would thus also be helping the 
other hospitals. He was sure,they would respond to the call with the 
noble self-sacrifice and charity that they had shown in the past. 

The CHAIRMAN announced a donation of £5 5s. from the Mayor. 

(Applause.) They welcomed him very heartily, and looked forward to 
Mr. J. PRAG, J.P., moved that “This meeting thanks, Haham Dr. 
Gaster for his address, and pledges itself to support the North London 
Conjoint:Branch, No. 12.” Mr. Prag said that when they thought of the 
hospital they immediately thought of the two ‘Dr. Gasters,” who had 
done so much for the institution. He was told that about one hundred | 
and seventy patients attended daily, and that since July 12th, 13,000 cases 
had been dealt with. Fortunately, Guy’s Hospital had been willing to 
take in some bed cases on the recommendation of their doctors. The 
establishment of the Jewish Hospital cast no reflection whatsoever on the 
efficiency, or the willingness to assist our people, of any other hospital in 
London... But the Jewish Hospital was necessary because of the need of 
that sympathetic atmosphere ‘which could only be obtained when the 
surroundings were Jewish. 
The MAYOR OF STOKE NEWINGTON, in seconding the resolution, said 
that he would like them to understand that the interests and ideals of the 
Jews were just as much to the Mayor as the interests and ideals of the 
Christians, and if they ever wished him to be present at any function 
in connection with their charities, they might know that he would come. 
He was agreeably surprised at the. readiness with which they: had 
responded to the appeal of the gentleman who had been good enough to 
address them. He thought it was splendid. They were bringing up 
their young people to take aninterestin philanthropio work, and he felt 
they were setting a splendid example to those who were not thére. 

Rabbi HARRIS COHEN supported the resolution.. Personally, he said, 
he was not satistied with the result of the meeting, as the attendance 
should have been much larger. He suggested that there should be a 
Conjoint Synagogue Committee, consisting of representatives of all the 
London synagogues, who should form a vast aid society. 

The resolution was carried unanimously. Dr. GASTER acknowledged 

_ the vote. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman was proposed by Mrs. LIEBSTER. 

Mr. MORTIMER WOOLF, a surgeon at the Hospital, emphasised the 
necessity of a full number of beds, and declared that if the hospital 
accommodation were doubled, there would still be an excess of patients. 
He hoped they would exert their influence to make the hospital not only
